“The last dogteam was retire 
ed two or three years ago 
when the small airplanes 
Came to stay.

The former SSC student 
continues with the location 
and ¢limate of the little town 
n the northern frontiers 
“Port Heiden is located on the 
peninsula of Alaska and hag 
a populaton of 45 —— give or 
take a few lengthy visitors. 
It is colder and windier than 
Sacramento but in a rather 
pleasant way. Insted of a wet 
rain we have a dry snow 
which ‘falls’ sideways, up= 
wards, in circles, and every 
way but down. 

Fishing Top Industry 

“Fishing from June to Auge 
ust is the primary source of 
income for Port Helden. 
During the rest of the year, 
the viliagers do subsistence 
hunting, fishing, and some 
trapping. There is an abund- 
ance of game for food and 
fur, but at the present the 
fur market is rather poor. 

“Salaries are around 25 
per cent higher in Alaska come 
pered to California, but the 
cost of living is 50 per cent 
to 100 per cent higher. For 
example, a 10 pound bag of 
flour costs $1.68 and an adde- 
itional $1.50 for freight. A can 
of peaches costing 25 cents in 
Sacramento will cost 65 cents 
in Port Heiden, and the fr- 
eight cost of 15 cents a pound 
is added to that. 

“However, one can get used 
to moose, carbou, ptaormigan 
fish, clams, ducks and other 
foods, especially if they are 
free. The villagers have been 
supplying me with meat and 
bread as the nearest corner 
bakery and supermarket is 
over 50 miles away. 

Describes Locale 

“Port Heiden is both beaut- 
iful and ugly — it has been 
described as the middle of 
nowhere surrounded by 
nothing. Imagine that the 
buildings of Sacramento were 
replaced by 10 homes, a twoe 
room schoothouse and five 
outhouses. Then replace all 
the green grass and flowers 
with brown and yellow weeds 
and mosses, berry plants and 
alder bushes. 

“In the background many 
miles east are the Chain 
Mountains; in our own back- 
yard to the north is a fresh- 
water lake with rolling hills 
a short way back. To the 
south and west, the waterg 
of the Bering sea with its ae 
bundance of fish and seals 
roll gently and quietly. Her 
ugliness shows up during tne 
lang, cold, bleak winter mon- 
ths when boredom is man's 
worst enemy.” 

Mar is now teaching in am 
eight grade school which he 
describes as different from 
what he learned in college, 
in that motivation and come 
petition are less than avere 
age, and it is a tutoring type 
situation. 

While here he trained for 
the fifth and sixth grades. im 
Port Heiden he has two first 
graders one third, three foure 
th, one seventh and three 
eighth graders—-no fifth or 
sixth graders. In adaition he

Mural Course 
Includes Gldest 
Art Media 


By Lucy Starr 

One of the oldest media in 
art is frescoes used even by 
the ancient civilizations of 
China and India. The art was 
revived during the Renais- 
gance, particularly in Italy. 
It had another comeback in 
Mexico during the 1930's but 
today frescoes are seldom 
seen. 

The Sacramento State Col- 
lege mural painting course in- 
cludes painting freseoes. In 
the class they may learn var- 
ous techniques of mural paint- 
ing, mosaics, sandeasting or 
frescoes. 

One wall of the Art build- 
ing is reserved for frescoes 
and old ones are chipped off 
so the walls may be used 


over. 
Procedure Explained 

First step in fresco making is 
painting a design on a pract- 
ice panel in the studio. After 
the panel is completed, a lime 
plaster surface must be built 
up in several coats on the wall 
where the fresco is to be 
painted. A sand and lime 
putty mixture is applied in 
several coats and the inton- 
aco, the final coat, is a mix- 
ture of marble dust and lime 
putty. After it is applied the 
surface is trowled until smo- 
oth and hard 

Trace Design 

The next step is tracing 
on a cartoon design. The 
surface can be painted on as 
long as the lime plaster is 
damp. The pigment, which is 
in pure form and has no 
binders in it, cannot stick to 
a dried surface and is basic 
in all paints. 

The damp wall combines 
chemically with the pigment 
and in the process of setting 
becomes permanent, making 
it impossible for color to be 
washed off.

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Selective Seivice 
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Two Ways for Student to Defer 
Military Obligation Described 


By Pete Michell 


Recently there has been a 
change in the selective ser- 
viee regulations which govern 

ferment from the draft. 

The two ways by which a 


student may either postpone 
his military obligation or be 
released from it altogether 
are by deferment or exemp- 
tion 

Exemptions may be given 
for physical reasons, mental! 
reasons, to fathers, and other 
special cases 


Two Classifications 

There are two draft status 
classifications provided for 
student deferment under the 
selective service regulations, 
called 2-S and 1-S deferments. 

The 1-S classification, or 
statutory classification, is the 
law which provides that any 
student who is already en- 
rolled for 15 units, and is not 
in a 2-S classification, may 
request deferment from in- 
duction until the completion 
of his academic year 

This classification is grant- 
ed only once and is required 
by law to be given if eligible. 
The 1-S classification protects 
the student against induction 


in the middle of his acade- 
mic year. 
Current Year 
The academic year refers 


tc the current vear the stu- 
ient is enrolled. Most students 
enroll in September, there- 
fore their academic year ends 
the following June. The 1-S 
classification will defer them 
until that time. For students 
who enroll in January, 
their academic year ends the 
following January, and they 
are deferred until then. 

A full-time student who re- 
ceives his notice for induction, 
not the pre-induction physi- 
cal notice, but the actual call 
to arms, should request that 
the college notify the board 
that he is enrolled as a full- 
time student and request 1-S 
classification from the board. 

Continue Studies 

The 2-S claasification makes 

jt possible for the student to 


are

continue his studies all the 
way to the doctorate degree, 
and it is this classiication 
that the change in regulations 
affects. 


In the past there were 
stringent requirements for 
deferment under the 2-S class~ 


ification and now, while most 
of these requirements still 
apply. the lecal draft board 
may grant a deferment to a 
student who has deviated 
lightly from these require- 
ments if, in the opinion of 


the board. such classii.cation 
is “necessary to the mainten- 
ance of the National Health, 
Safety, or interest.” 


Requlations Change 


The change in the regula- 
tions will permit the boards 
more freedom in making their 
decision, but in addition to 
the information the college 
can supply, the student him« 
self should indicate to hig 
board any special cireume 
stances that might affect its 


decision 


For example, prior to. this 
change, a student would not 
be eligible for a 2-S defer« 
ment if he had interrupted 
is full-time attendance oF 
carried less than a 18 @@ 
more unit study load. But, if 
he can convince the board 
that such interruption or light 
scholastic program was necese 


sary, due to lack of funds, 
iliness, family circurnstances 
etc.. the boards now have the 


prerogative of taking this ine 
te consideration 


Request Is Necessary 


However, this oetween 
the student and his beard. The 
college presents the faets of 
enrollment only when fee 
quested. Unless there have 
been extenuating circum= 
stances the boards may cone 
tinue to require that @ stue 
dent maintain continuous 
uninterrupted full-time attene 
dance, 15 units or more, im 
ordr to be classified in the 
2-S category.

lege Delegation turned in one 
of the outstanding performan- 
ees of the 12th session of 
the Model United Nations”, 
stated MUN advisor Dr. Ed- 
ward Beechert, assistant pro- 
fessor of Social Science. 

“Although nepresenting a 
small country, our delegation 
was able to exert leadership 
among the Asian countries 
and had more than Thailand’s 
normal share of influence in 
the General Assembly,” he 
said. 

Sacramento State College’s 
performance compared favor- 
ably with such larger schools 
as the University of California 
and Stanford. Performance in 
the MUN reflects upon the 
academic reputation of the 97 
participating colleges and uni- 
versities. 


Accurate and effective rep- 


resentation of a country’s pol- 
icies is the first criterion in 
gauging the work of a dele- 
gation, for the success of the 
conference depends upon each 
school giving the closest pos- 
sible representation of its 
country. 
Enactment Successful 

The SSC delegation was fa- 
miliar with Thai policy and 
effective in carrying it out. 
Devices such as roll-call she- 
ets, indices of rules of pro- 
cedure, policy statements, and 
a bi-lingual letter of greeting 
in Thai and English, were 
well received. 

Key issue of the 12th ses- 
sion was the question of ad- 
mission of the People’s Re- 
public of China. Thai _pol- 
icy, as a neighbor of China, 
has bee to pay lip-service to 
admission while working to 
keep it from being considered. 

Dave Stanley and George 
Miller drafted a Thai resolu- 
tion calling admission an “im- 
portant question” (requiring a 
two-thirds yote) and direc- 
ting the General Assembly 
to proceed immediately with 
a discussion and vote on the 
issue. They intendd by pas- 
sage of this resolution to fore- 
stall the passage of any other 
resolution from committee.

Accurate Thai Policy Presented

the Assembly floor, *o that 
passage of the Thai resolution 
would have prevented the re- 
aching of any other decision 
rgarding admission during 
the 12th session. 

Although it failed passage 
by three votes, the Thai res- 
olution was sucessful in that 
it took so much time in consid- 
eration it prevented any other 
resolution from being consid- 
ered. 

Thai ¢elegates, Kirsten 
Steinmo and Al Cameron con- 
trolled the proceedings in the 
Full Disarmament Commis- 
sion. Mrs, Steinmo was cal- 
led “the outstanding delegate 
in the Full Disarmament Com. 
mission” by the MUN Radio. 
Cameron was selected as 
Rapiture and read a report of 
the commission’s actions to 
the General Assembly. 

Mrs. Steinmo re-introduced 
a resolution calling for a test 
ban with full inspection, orig- 
imally introduced and then 
withdrawn by a Russian del- 
esate. With the US. and 
O.A.S. countries as co-spon- 
sors, the Thailand resolution 
passed 75 to 11 with 5 absten- 
tions. 

Mrs. Steinmo’s speech on 
the Assembly floor in suppcrt 
of the resolution was a high- 
light of the session. 

Blocked Admission 

Thailand blocked an at- 
tempt made by Albania 
(Stanford University) to sus- 
pend the rules and consider 
the admission of China on the 
Assembly floor. The small 
country was also instrumen- 
tal in blocking India’s bid 
for leadership im the Asian 
Caucus and had pro-western 
Pakistan elected instead. 

A strong identification with 
the interests of Thailand was 
built up through participation 
in the MUN. This identifi- 
cation is one of the most val- 
unable effects of the MUN, in 
that it forces one to evaluate 
US. foreign policy from other 
points of view.

Recently I was on campus 
in connection with the poten- 
tial blood donor sign up of 
the Sacramento State College 
Blood Reserve Fund which is 


coordinated by the National 
Honor Fraternity, Alpha Phi 
Omega, Kappa Sigma chapter. 


Due to no fault of your 
own and perhaps a miscon- 
ception that has been harbor- 
ed for several years, your pa- 
per released a news item on 
the above mentiond function 
under the heading of “APO 
Blood Bank.” This is not 
“APO Blood Bank, it is “Sac- 
ramento State College Blood 
Reserve Fund.” Alpha Phi 
Omega has assumed the re- 
sponsibility of coordinating 
ths fund as a service project 
to tRe college. 


It was in the year of 1957 
that APO suggested to the 
college all blood funds on 
and off campus be consoli- 
dated to facilitate a greater 
working amount of blood on 
hand and to service a greater 
number of people. At that 
time the brothers of APO 
gave 25 pints of blood 
(meaning 25 brothers physi- 
cally donated a pint of their 
blood) to SSC for the begin- 
ning of a Blood Reserve Fund. 
At that time I was president 
of Kappa Sigma chapter. 
Many factions on campus felt 
that sucha blood reserve fund 
would be too restrictive and 
did not want to join at that 
time. 


Constitution Passed 


Subsequent to this time, 
after returning from an ab- 
sence for over three years, I 
had a conversation with Dean 
Bailey and he related that 
the Blood Reserve Fund con- 
stitution had finally been 
passed and met with the ap- 
proval of the faculty, staff 
and students Everyone was 
pleased with this action. 
However, during this past 
year it seems very little blood 
cut of the fund has been 
utilized. 


Those eligible to receive 
blood from this fund must be 
a member of the faculty, 
staff or full time student 
(carrying 12 units or more), 
or their spouse, brother, sis- 
ter, children or parents. 


What does this mean? It 
means that you qualify (with. 
out giving any blood whatso- 
ever) for any amount of blood 
that you may need if you are 
a member of the faculty, staff 
or full time student in addi- 
tion to the fact that your 
spouse, brother, sister, child- 
ren or parents are entitled to 
any amount of blood that 
they may need due to you be- 
ing a member of the Blood 
Reserve Fund 4s defined 
above. A copy of the constitu- 
tion is available for verifica- 
tion in Bailey’s office.
